Under those conditions, hew 
the reaver pay from £8.40 10 
$12.00 an acre rent? Hverybody. was 
interested in western Canada, but did 
not know much about the country. 
He. was surprised to know there were 
s0 many people who never heard that 
Alberta had won the first prize for 


wheat at the Chicago Fair. -The peo- 
ple realize it is a hopeless task to 
rent farms there, and are looking for 
some place to go, but a lot of them 
have not the money ,to make the 
change.

The cost of living there and in We- 
taskiwin is about the same. A suit 
of clothes in Omaha is as much as it 
is in Wetaskiwin, but machinery was 
a little lower there than here. He 
was surprised to find that a man had 
uO chance. of .getting employment 
there unless he had a college educa- 
tion, and people over 40 could not 
get employment. It was therefore 
very important that we give our boys 
and girls the best education possible. 
Most of the immigrants are going to 
Saskatchewan at the present time, 
but we will get a lot of people in the 
next couple of years. 

He also found that the Iquor law 
was. a very poor one, as hock, beer 
and other liquors could be easily ob- 
tained, in all kinds of places, He con: 
cluded by remarking that Alberta has 
a very good liquor law, and the Ki- 
wanis club should do its ES to 
help enforce it.

BULLET HITS WATCH, « 
SAVES FARMER'S LIFE 


Just a cheap watch saved the life 
of Alex. Primrose, of the} Mulhurst 
district Wednesday, when he was shot 
with a .88 calibre revolver by Luther 
Otti, a neighbor, Primrose was a 
farm hand and was working for Louis 
Clelinski, and Otti was-at Cielinski’s 
place getting a load of straw. A quar- 
rel ensued between Otti and Primrose, 
with Otti on top of the load and Prim- 
rose on the ground, . Otti drew a re- 
volver ‘and shot at Primrose, who 
put up his arm to shield himself. The 
bullet went through — his arm and 
struck the left breast ‘pocket .of his 
shirt. Primrose fortunately had _ his 
watch in this pocket and the bullet 


embedded itself in the watch, which 


ho. doubt saved Primrose’s life. 

The police were notified and Sergt. 
Broadribb arrested Otti at his home.

To~ what: extent--has -agriculture 
, been responsible for Canada’s mater- 
! jal progress? 41 per cent ofthe Do- 
laieate net production in the last 
census was agricultural; 33 per cent 
; manufacturing. Forests, minep, fish- 
eries, construction, etc., account for 
the remaining 26 per cent. The Do- 
minion’s eight billions of agricultural 
capital represents 36 per cent of Can- 
ada’s total available wealth. Urban 
real estate accounts for 26 per cent; 
railway plants 10 per cent; forests 5 
per cent; mines 2% per cent; and 
manufacturing 2%->per cent. 

It is thus. clear that Canada’s ‘agri- 
culture looms up as the largest single 
factor in the Dominion’s economic life, 
with the farmers as the largest group 
of domestic consumers, consequently 
exercising a commanding influence 
upon the general business “conditions 
of the country.
